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The "Novelty” Factor 
in 

Television Audiences 

(£x cerpt from a telk entitled " Dimensions of die Television Industry" 
delivered by Peter Lsnghoff, Director of Research, Young & Rubicam Inc., 
et Pacific Council M-A Convention, October 12, tg4S.) 


“Hooper surveys made in New York are* show • very high level of set use, it we exclude the aumer 
months. Evening levels, when sverage programs ere available from two or mare stations, are found 
for the most part between 4S end 70% with the median at about 60%. This is all the more remarkable 
when we consider that from 15 to 20% of the families are reported as not at heme. Oonpsrable figunft 
for radio are IS to 45% sets-in-use with a median at about 30%. In other words, television gets 
about 100% higher set usage during evening hours than dost radio. 

*We find a marked slump in July and August. Our television median drops to 40. But radio drops, 
too, and hits a median of about 20. Even here television maintains its two to one superiority. 



‘Is this high level of television set use s temporary product of newness and novelty of the medium? 
Many think so. For the first time here today, I believe, we have some factual evidence on thia 
point which we have all been curious and perhaps a little worried about. From a special tabulation 
of coincidental telephone checks made in New York* -which C.E. Hooper gracioualy undertook at my 
request--we have found the level of set usage by three groups of set owners. These three group* 
were matched as closely as possible in all respects but one--the length of time the set had been 
installed. Each group was a sample of between 500 and 600 hoses* The first group were the "brand 
new* set owners--their sets had been installed for three months or less. The second group had had 
their sets from 4 to 12 months, the third group were the pioneers- -they had had their set* for one 
year or more. The standard telephone checks were made by Hooper interviewers between 8:30 end 9:15 
P.M. over s period of six days between September 8th and 14th. Of the television homes that had 
had their sets 3 months or less, 60 percent were using them st the time the cells were made. This 
60 per cent level was maintained by the group that had had sets more than 3 months but less than 
one year. While for the old timers, who had had sets for a year or more, the level dropped to $4 
per cent or only six points belcw the younger groups. Certainly there Is a novelty factor ini- 
tially in television. Anyone who has canned a set for more than two weeks can teil you that. But 
it*s the kind of novelty factor that a new automobile has. The first few hours of curiosity are 
merely the introduction to s fascinating new part of family living. Interest soon wears down to a 
hard surface- -what now appears to be a high level surface. 

“This revealing study is not, of course, the final answer to the question "How well does television 
wear?" I hope Hr. Hooper arid others will soon make more checks of this sort in order to test these 
early conclusions. There are other angles to this same problem which need examination. I shall 
state them as assunptions subject to verification. Opposing forces will develop to influence the

techniques for handling special events, greater diversity of programs. In the other direction 
tending to decrease set usage for sny specified hour will be the increasing numbers of telecasting 
hours from which the family may select its television fare. The net result of these opposing forces 
is measurable and will be the subject of future research. 


’Vierfers-per-sel is another variable in cur formula. It has been unduly inflsted in past reckoning 
because of the large proportion of earlier sets which appeared in public places and which weighed 
very heavily in the computations of a year ago. Disregarding bar and grill audiences which are 
diminishing to the vanishing point in relative importance, the average vimsers-per-set for evening 
programs is now about four. It seem* reasonable to expect this average to drop further as TV grow*. 
The most obvious factor acting to decrease the number of viewers-per-set is the increasing number 
of sets. with more sets the audience will be spread thinner. Tbt increasing rnjriuc f of program 
hours on the air operates on the viewing individuals or viewers-per-set in the same way as on the 
viewing family or sets-in-use. We assume the member* of the set earning family become more selective 
of programs and view only those which especially appeal to them -- for the men, present indications 
are that this means sports, for the women, the films and studio shows and for the kids, their own 
special favorites* In this process they thin out their viewing habits relative to the total pro- 


grama tvai unit.

'While we may expect the average viewers-per-set to decrease as television grows, it does not follow 
that as of today the number of people sitting around the family set are likely to be any greater 
for the new sets than for the old established sets. Both teem to attract viewers with equal force. 
As a by-product of the Hooper check referred to above we find that for sets installed three months 
or less the average is 3.8 viewers per set against 4.i for the oldest group. No really significant

Xa the years of his untiring labors and those of his 
associates he set that portrait of a criminal Into focus. He exposed the criminal 
fbr vliat lie is, a shabby worm, eating his way Into the heart of society. He 
exposed the criminal ego, tore It apart to reveal the punlness, the clumsiness, and 
the s'.nllowness of that ego. Hie rootin', too tin*, shoo tin* "he-man", and the more 
subtle varieties of worms like the blackmailer, forger and kidnapper no longer 
entangle the dreams of youngsters. The John Dilllngers, the Iloyda, and the 
Nelsons no longer capture the imagination of susceptible youth. Ho, the youth 
of the nation have lost their hearts to the G-man. It* a a plain case of 
alienation of affection. 

What this means to the youth of our country in particular, and to 
society in general can hardly be calculated. But it is visible everywhere, in 
the attitude of your sen or your neighbor's son, in the comic strips, in the 
motion pictures. In children's games, and in the newspaper reporting of crime. 

flils significant change was not brought about by the ringing of a bell, .

When we listen to 

the finished recital of, let us say, a pianist, or watch the performance of a 

first-rate pitcher, we forget the hours of practice and training that made such 

performances possible, ve forget the hours of grueling work and the painstaking 

repetitions, and the hours of learning the techniques and rules of the art or 

skill. So it la with the men trained by the FBI. We watch the results with 

satisfaction and give hardly a thought to the patience and the discipline that 

lay behind the results. 

As one author In discussing the activities of the FBI stated In 
suxmarizlng one particular case; "Da this case three cheap racketeers, filled 
with greed and ego, entered a conspiracy in the belief that they could outsmart 
the lav. Ignorant of the forces that mailing even one extortion letter would 
bring crashing down on them, they blandly matched their puny wits against a force 
of the FBI, police, postal Inspectors, railroad officials, chemists, fingerprint 
experts, handwriting experts, paper experts, radio engineers, and a topflight 
test pilot!" mere It la, the care, the painstaking preparations, the application 
of science, the harnessing of skills, the thorough education of the participating 
agents of the law which have taken the glamour out of crime*

An appreciation of this fact must widen and heighten our admiration of the 
work done on the side of the lav. One of the most wholesome by-products of this 
approach is evident in watching the play of our children. The game Is no longer

Bie Jurisdiction of the FBI does not extend beyond defined limits. Biat 
is why the establishment of the FBI national Academy in 1935 to train state, county 
and municipal law enforcement officers in advanced methods and techniques of law 
enforcement was the most effective blow against crime in the Uhited States in the 
past fifteen years. Since the establishment of the Academy, 1,969 police officers, 
representing all of the tJhited States, its territorial possession and numerous 
foreigi countries, have been graduated. We honor today fifty-five law enforcement 
officers graduating from this Academy. With each graduating class, the offenders 
against state laws know how much smaller their chances are for "getting away with 
it". As each class is graduated, and returns to its duties to apply the lessons 
it has diligently learned, the respect for the law grows In the same proportion 
that the life of the outlaw loses its glamour and appeal. 

We will not attempt to gloss over the truth that there are certain 
areas within our beloved country where law and order are being undermined and in

some instances destroyed because of the inhabitants* lack of respect fbr it. When 
that happens, mob hysteria is substituted fbr the fair gathering of evidence, fbr 
the honest presentation of the case, and for constitutional guarantees of civil 
liberties. %rror enters the household.

and panic* vfaich* in turn* breeds nev violences and lawlessness* Because of

The answer lies In just such a group as is 
being graduated today* They can* and will, I know, bring the dispassionate 
approach to their respective areas* minds disciplined by scientific inquiry and 
thus free from irrational and emotional prejudices* a concept of lav that precludes 
pre-judgment and precludes punishment before trial* 

Thus* the FBI National Academy serves the nation and the region, in 
twofold cooperation to secure the dignity and sanctity of lawful living* to rip 
open the sordid seams of criminal pursuits exposing the loathsome corruption that 
dwells within* 

Tb the men graduating today* we pay special tribute* They have evidenced 
that smugness «p£ indifference have no part In their make-up* that they are ready 
to accept the challenges and responsibilities that attend their work* and that 
theirs is the Integrity that urges each man to give his best to his work, a best 
that no untrained man* no matter hov earnest his desire* can give* He has parted 
ways with the snap judgment* with the trial and error* hit or miss approach 
which have heretofore given the criminal so free a hand. They are truly to bo
